distances from them.

Three years after 
he had been fired he was regarded 
as a better ball player than O’Con- 
nell. his teammate, who had been sold 
tu the Giants for $75,000. 

Expert Testimony. 

Ty Cobb, George Sisler, Rogers 
Hornsby, Harry Heilmann and other 
mai»: league stars who saw Kamm 
while playing in the Winter league 
after the 1921 season touted Willie 
as the flashiest kid they had ever seen 

Four years after Kamm had been 
released as a rookie misfit he was 
sold for $100,000, the biggest price 
ever paid for a minor leaguer. 

Although the 1923 American league 
season is less than three weeks old 
Kamm jas been accepted as a $100,- 
000 star in the majors. Umpire Bill 
Dinneen, Tris Speaker, George Sis- 
ler, Kenny Williams, Ty Cobb, Har- 
ry Heilmann, Larry Gardner and 
others of prominence have put their 
stamp of approval on him. 

“He's a dead ringer for Jimmy Col- 
lins, ain’t he?’ whispered Umpire 
Dinneen to Ray Schalk in a game re- 
cently when Kamm stepped in like a 
strenk, fielded a bunt from Johnny 
Tobin and shot the ball over to Shee- 
ly yards ahead of the batter. 

Kamm brought into the American 
league the strongest arm around third 
base. There are such third sackers 
as Milton Stock, Heine Groh, Joe Du- 


' gan, Bobby Jones and Larry Gardner 


who loop the ball over to first. They 


cepted Kamm as a $100,000 gem. 

In batting, the pitchers have not 
heen able to find his weakness. When 
he faced Urban Shocker, regarded 
as one of the smartest curvers in the 
league, the first time he caught a 
curve breaking on the inside and slam- 
med a single to left. The next time 
Shocker sent up spitters on the out- 


single in right. } 

“IT guess the only thing to do with 
him is to shoot a fast ball through the 
middle,” was Shocker’s remark after 
Kamm had hit for two singles. 

After explaining the early incidents 
of his career, Kamm moved to the 
present hour. 

“The less that is written and said 
nbout that $100,000 stuff the better 
off I will be,” smiled Willie. “But [ 
Want to express by appreciation to 
the fans in the big league cities. I 
haven't hit safely every time up and 
[ haven't fielded every grounder per- 
fectly, but not once have I heard that 
well known shout: ‘Oh what a 
cheese !’ 

. Was Well Received. 

“Really now but I expected to be 
received with such a chorus. I am 
familiar with the pulse of the fan aft- 
er playing with San Francisco four 
years and I know how he swerves. 

“Coming up to the big league I ex- 
pected to be the target of abuse bur 
{ have been surprised. ere are 
geod days and bad days for ball play- 
ers. Not that any jeers would make 
auy difference, but applause and 
cheers, all of us know, sound better 
than the razz from the stands, 

“I cay¥not say too much for Man- 
ager Gleason and the members of the 
White Sox. I consider myself ex- 
tremely fortunate to be associated 
with such players as Eddie Collins, 
Kay Schalk, Ernie Johnson, Harvey 
Hooper, Urban Faber and others. 

“A youngster coming up from the 
minors probably feels that he knows 
all there is to the game. Wait until 
he arrives. I discovered in a weeix 
during the training this spring thar 
I didn’t know half there was to play- 
ing the game, but I have been ad- 
vised by Collins, Schalk and others, 
and let me tell you that I appreciate 
the interest they have shown in me. 

“If I become half as good as Ed- 
die Collins in doing everything, I wil! 
be satisfied. I do not aspire to startle 
the American league—just  plar 
steady, good ball and reward the man 
who risked the big price for my serv- 
ices.” : 

Kamm is modest and anything but 
hoastful. So far he has not shown 
any desire to soak the chin of an um- 
pire, and unless he develops a streak 
of high blood pressure he will not 


know the man and the distance, and| be put out of many ball games.

“As an individual member of the national organization, resident 
Missouri, | ask permission to add a tribute of praise to the federation for 
its fine work. 

“When Elizabeth Barrett Browning said: ‘The world’s male chivalry 
has perished out, but women are knights-errant to the last,’ she was 
doubtless right, so far as she went, and that quality would explain the 
enthusiastic persistence ot the women of the National Federation of Music 
clubs {n pursuing the ideal for which the organization stands.

“They are no quixotic knights, fighting windmills, and pursuing flocks 
of sheep. Women go after what they want with a mixture of Sentiment | 
and sense not given to men, and they are able to grasp—and have grasp- 
ed—as men have not, the practical as well as the aesthetic value of music 
to the individual, to the home, to the industries, and to the public; and | 
above all, to the children. The training they are providing for children | 
would alone justify the existence of the federation. 

“The women have certainly had little evidence of help from thé men. 
Somehow the chivalry and the enervy of the men were concentrated in the 
work of the war; and the whistles of Armistice dav, 1918, summoned the 
men back to their peace time jobs.

For Daylight Saving

Editor Constitution: I wonder why 
Atlanta continues to lag behind pro- 
gressive, wide-awake cities in the 
matter of daylight saving? April 
20, 350 cities and towns in the east 
and middle west set their clocks one 
hour ahead. I have never heard a 
seund argument aga’nst it. Even the 
objections raised by farmers that it 
injerferred with cultivation have been 
exploded by actual tests at the Mas- 
sachusetts state experiment farms. 

Some say they object to getting up 
at 6 o'clock instead of 7, but with 
daylight saving they still rise at 7 
and get to work at the same time 
and they return just at the same time 
by the clock. If, when everybody in 
Atlanta is asleep the clocks auto- 
matically moved forward an hour, no- 
body would Know it. If one moves to 
Athens or any place east of Atlanta 
he moves his clocks up an hour and 
forgets it.

for the barbecue, at which point the 
automobiles will unload passengers 
and the machines will then be taken 
by the drivers back to Ponce de Leon 
avenue by a route directed by guides 
and will be parked on Ponce de Leon 
avenue at points that will be desig- 
nated by traffic officers and by the 
committee in charge. Ladies who are 
driving their cars will be picked up 
by scout cars which will take them 
from the point where cars are parked 
back to the barbecue grounds. This 
arrangement is necessary because the 
barbecue grounds afford no space for 
parking. | 

“After the barbecue entertainment 
is over a signal will be sounded and 
scout cars will take the lady drivers 
back to their cars. Cars that are 
parked at the points designated by the 
traffic committee will have guards 
placed over them while the owners 
are at the barbecue entertainment. 

“In loading passengers at the golf 
club, the route of automobiles to the 
barbecue grounds and from the bar- 
becue grounds to Ponce de Leon ave- 
nue will be the same as the route tak- 
en when going to the barbecne grounds 
to unload passengers. Time to be- 
gin loading passengers at golf club is 
2:30 p. m. 

Stone Mountain Trip. 

“After loading passengers at the 
golf club, automobiles will proceed by 
the Decatur-Stone Mountain road to 
Stone mountain, following the pilot 
ear. On arrival at Stone mountain 
ears will pass the point where the 
Confederate memorial profect is under 
way and continue about 500 yards to 
a turning point as directed by guides. 
Much care must be exercised on this 
part of the road near Stone moun- 
tain that cars keep to the right-hand 
side of the road and keep moving, 
in order to avoid blocking traffic. 
| Time for cars to start on return from 
| Stone mountain is 4:30 p. m.

The Struggle of an Indian Mother to Keep Her White 


UT I'm white; I'm not an Indian. 
My father was a white man. I've 
been brought up as a white girl. 
I've had a white girl’s schooling.” 

Her eyes flashed as she sprang 
to her feet and walked up and 
down the room for a moment, then stood 
still, facing her mother—a _  dark-faced, 
pock-marked woman, with heavy, somno- 
jJent eyes—and waited for her to speak, 
The reply came slowly and sullenly: 

“Il am a Blackfoot woman. 1 lived on 
the Muskwat river among the braves for 
thirty years. I have killed buffalo. 1 have 
seen battles. Men, too, I have killed when 
they came to steal our horses and crept in 
on our Jedges in the night—the Crees! 1 
am a Blackfoot. You are the daughter of 
a Blackfoot woman. No medicine can cure 
that. Sit down. You have no sense. You 
are not white. They will not have you. 
Sit down.” ; 


The wind shrieked and the snow swept 
past in clouds of blinding drift, completely 
hiding from sight the town below them, 
whose civilization had built itself many habi- 
tations and was making roads ard. streets 
on the greenwbruwn plain, where herds of 
buffalo had stamped and streamed and 
thundered not long ago. The town was 
a mile and a half away, and these two were 
alone in a great circle of storm, one of them 
battling against a tempest which might yet 
overtake her, against which she had set her 
face ever since she could remember; though 
it had only come to violence since her 
father died two years before—a careless, 
strong, willful, white man, who had lived 
the Indian life for many years, but had 
been swallowed at last by the great wave of 
civilization streaming westward and north- 
ward, wiping out the game and the In- 
dian, and overwhelming the rough, fight- 
ing, hunting, pioneer life. Joel Renton 
had made money, by good luck chiefly, hav- 
ing held land here and there which he had 
got for nothing, and had then almost for- 
gotten about it, and , when reminded of it, 
still held on to it with that defiant stub- 
bornness which often possesses improvi- 
dent and careless natures.

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The Wildest of the Wild People 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Martin Johnson, 
an adventurous young American from 
Kansas, with his wife, Osa, a Kansas 
girl, penetrated into the depths of the | 
New Hebrides, where probably the : 
fiercest of living tribes, untouched 
by civilization, roam the jungles. 
Their experiences and exploits are re- 
lated in five unusual articles, of i 
which this is the first. 


SA and | were nearing the 
end of a long” cruise 
through the South Seas. We 
had come in contact with 
many wild peoples, but 
none of them were quite 
wild enough. 1 had heard 
that there were parts of the island of Male- 
kula, the second largest island of the New 
Hebrides group, that no white man had 
ever trod. 


if you except New Guiana and Borneo, 
the New Hebrides are probably the only 
islands in the Pacific where there are na- 
tives who live as they did before the white 
man’s coming. 


Both British and French laid claim to 
these islands. Finally, they arranged to 
administer them jointly until a settlement, 
still pending, should be made. The entire 
protection of the group consists of about 
sixty or seventy police boys, backed up by 
the gunboats which make occasional tours. 

A recruiter who had been for years in 
the New Hebrides enlisting blacks for serv- 
ice in the Solomons described Malekula to 
me in detail. It was a large island shaped 
roughly like an hour-glass, about sixty 
miles long and about ten miles across in 
the middle and thirty-fivé or so at the ends. 
There were supposed to be about 40,000 
savages hidden away in the bush. The 
northern part of the island was shared be- 
tween the big numbers and the small num- 
bers people, who took their names from 
the nambas, the garment worn by the men. 
In the case of the small numbers, it was a 
twisted leaf. In the case of the big num- 
bers, it was a bunch of dried pandanus 
fiber. The central part of the island was 
supposed to be inhabited by a race of no- 
mads, and in the southern region lived a 
long-headed people, with skulls curiously 
deformed by binding in infancy. 

Of all these peoples the big numbers 
were Said to be the fiercest. No white man 
had ever crossed their territory.

My recruiter friend suggested that 1 
make my headquarters on Vao, a Small 
island about a mile off the northeastern 


coast of Malekula, where a mission station 
was maintained by the French fathers and 
where the British gunboat stopped regu- 
larly. 


[re and I lost no time in getting to Vao, 

where Father Prin, an aged priest, wel- 
comed us cordially, and set aside for us 
one of the three rooms in his little stone 
house, 


Though he could speak many native lan- 
guages, his English was limited to beche- 
de-mer, the pidgin English of the South 
Seas. In this grotesque tongue, which con- 
sorted strangely with his venerable appear- 
ance, he told us that we would never trust 
ourselves among the natives if we had any 
real understanding of their cruelty. He 
said he was convinced that cannibalism was 
practiced even on Vao, though the natives, 
for fear of the British gunboat, were care- 
ful not to be discovered. He cited hair- 
raising incidents of poisonings and mutila- 
tions. He told us that he had done every- 
thing he could to eradicate the native cus- 
tom of burying the aged alive, and to no 
end. 

But despite his warning, Osa and I Se- 
cured a 28-foot whaleboat that belonged to 
a trader who made 
his headquarters on 


greasy hair. Except 
for a clout of dried 
pandanus fiber, a 


gorget of pig’s teeth. 
and the pigtails that 
dangied from his ear- 
lobs, he was entirely 
naked. As he_=  ap- 
proached, we Saw 
shifty eyes were liquid; his 
hairy, deeply seamed face was _ contorted 
frighifully; and his hands were pressed 
tight against his stomach. Osa shrank close 
to me. But the first words of the native, 
uttered in almost unintelligible beche-de- 
mer, were pacific enough. “My word!

Osa and | burst out laughing. 1 fished 
out a handful of cascara tablets and care- 
fully explained to the native the dose, but 
he ‘lifted the whole handful of pills to his 
Slobbering lips and downed them at a gulp! 

By this time we were surrounded by a 
group of savages, each as terrible looking 
as our first visitor. As they made no ef- 
fort to molest us, however, we gained con- 
fidence. 1 set up a camera and ground 
out several hundred feet of film. After a 
first casual inspection, they showed indif- 
ference to what they could not understand. 

Through the talented sufferer who knew 
beche-de-mur | learned that the chief of the 
tribe, Nagapate, was a short distance away 
in the bush. Guided by a small boy, Osa 
and I plunged into the dark jungle, fol- 
lowed by our three carriers with my pho- 
tographic apparatus.

OOR bO!”" 

Alexander Pope, the English 
poet, away back in the year sev- 
enteen hundred and something, 
Originated the ‘‘Poor Lo” charac- 
terization of the American Indian, 

when he wrote: 


“Lo! the poor Indian, whose untutored 
mind 

Sees God in clouds or hears Him in the 
wind,” 

From that, in the course of time, news- 
paper writers and cartoonists developed 
“Poor Lo” as synonymous with Indian. Now 
it devolves upon some successor to the late 
Mr. Pope to revise the “Poor Lo” concep- 
tion, and pay tribute, rhythmic or other- 
wise, to “Rich Lo!”’ for be it remembered 
that out of the metamorphosis wrought by 
time, the American Indian, as a rule, has 
emerged with happy balance in bank and 
no fear whatsoever that the clamoring wolf 
will yelp at his door. 

The Indian of today—what about him? 
Let's see: 


An Oklahoma Indian, newly rich from oil 
lease proceeds, went to New York a few 
weeks ago to see the town. 


The Indians with the automobile are showing off, or they wouldnt be 
feathers. They seldom are caught that way now. At the 
right are girls from the reservation. 


He saw it. 

Moreover, he saw the cigar counter girl 
in the $6-a-day hotel where bell hops cata- 
logued him as ‘‘best ever’ in the matter 
of tips. Straightaway he capitulated to the 
blandishments of the cigar girl, this Okla- 
homa Indian did. He wanted to marry 
her—wanted to take her back with him to 
Pawhuska and he told her so. 

She shrugged her shoulders doubtfully— 
it was “so sudden, you know.” The Indian 
persisted. The girl resisted. So there was 
no wedding. 

And then, after the fashion of disgruntled 
white men, the Indian sought oblivion in 
Suicide. : 

Relatives claimed the body. It was ship- 
ped back to Pawhuska. All the neighbors, 
a majority of them, anyway, sent flowers 
and a pale-faced, solemn visaged preacher, 
standing by the graveside, sounded lugubri- 
ous warning that ‘“‘in the midst of life we 
are in death.’’ 

The Indain had died a white man’s death 
in a white man’s town, because of his love 
for a white woman, and his fellow towns- 
men, led by the preacher, gave him a white 
man’s funeral. 

The papers, of course, printed the story 
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of the suicide and a facetiously inclined 
headline writer in a Kansas City newspaper 
broke away from copy desk tradition long 
enough to put this head across:

Disappointed in Love, Kills Himself White 
Man Fashion.

do constitutes civilization, then the 
Indian of today is civilized 

Twenty-five years ago, who had heard 
of an Indian committing suicide? It sim- 
ply wasn't being done in those yesteryears. 
But as the flight of time pales the luster 
of Indian war paint, just so does it pale 
primordial freedom and clasp shackles of 
conventionally upon “Rich Lo’’—yes, he’s 
“Rich Lo’ now instead of “Poor Lo,’’ for 
Oklahoma, literally wallowing in oil, has 
spouted almost incalculable weath upon 
its Indians.

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Indian territory was Set apart for red man 
habitation. Now that erstwhile Indian ter- 
ritory is a part of the fabulously rich young 
state of Oklahoma and the Indian, by right 
of government treaty made in the long, 
long ago, automatically is the recipient of 


vast riches incident to the discovery and 
development of oil. 

And Oklahoma isnt the only. place 
where Indians are prosperous and progres- 
Sive, either! 

True, oil has given to Oklahoma Indians 
a plethora of wallet not easily paralleled 
by Indians in other Indian inhabited locali- 
ties, yet as a rule in this galloping year 
of 1923, wherever an Indian is found, there, 
also, is found at least some measure of 
prosperity. 

Let’s glance over the Winnebago reser- 
vation in northeastern Nebraska, for in- 
Stance, adjacent to the thriving little city 
of Pender, Thurston county. There, rich 
corn land, acre after acre of it, belongs to 
Indians, who in many instances, are land- 
lords over white renters or bosses over 
white hired men. There’s no oil there— 
but there’s wealth of soil fertility and ‘Poor 

Lo!’’ is ‘Wise Lo!” to the extent of in- 
ducing the white man to dig that 
wealth out and scoop the proceeds into 
the red man’s granaries. 


A ND in the town ot Pender, metrop- 

+ olis of the Winnebago region, 
modern homes, schools, churches and 
business houses attest the prevalence 
of prosperity. To a large extent mu- 
nicipal and county affairs are handled 
by Indains. There’s Hiram Chase, the 
Pender lawyer—consider him. He's 
Indian through and through, yet he 
ranks high among the keenest minded 
lawyers of Nebraska and has amassed a 
fortune in legal practice. Judge Chase 
—yes, he acquired the title regularly 
enough, for some years ago he was 
elected to the bench—is merely one 
outstanding example of Indian develop- 
ment in Nebraska. 

Other states have even more striking 
examples. United States Senator 
Charles Curtis, of Kansas, is the son 
of an Indian mother and for many years 
it was his custom to take part in tribal 
lances.

Oklahoma and taken him to Kansas, where 
they were married. 

The disposal of the estate includes gifts 
of $500,000 each to Barnett’s wife and the 
Baptist Home Mission society of New York. 
Out of the gift to Mrs. Barnett she estab- 
lishes a trust fund of $200,000 through a 
Washington bank, with the provision that 
Barnett is to receive $7,500 of the annual 
Income, 

The entire gift to the mission society is 
deposited with a New York trust company, 
which agrees to pay him $20,000 a year 
from its proceeds as long as he lives. It 
is explained that the, gift to the society, 
which will go to its permanent endowment 
fund, is not a denominational or church 
donation, but is made solely because the 
organization has administrative control over 
Bacone college and the Murrow Indian Or- 
phan’s Home in the Indian 
country of Oklahoma. 

Barnett, in addition to the $27,500 a4 vear

There's 
Mary Wildcat, 18-year-old Osage girl of 
Pawhuska, who has a record of two mar- 
riages and more money than she can count. 
Mary's latest husband is an aviator. He 
made a tlying fan of Marvy, too,*and they 
have a back vard full of airplanes and a 
garage jammed with the latest in automo- 
bile production—roadsters, touring cars, 
limousines and so on through the list.

E consider today one of the out- 
Standing figures in Hebrew his- 
tory—David, who was more than 
a king; he was a warrior and a 
pcet. 

Characteristics seldom found 
together were not only combined 
in him, but were developed to a 

very high degree. 

“Surely goodness and mercy shall fol- 
low all the days of my life’—this passage 
from the Twenty-third Psalm gives expres- 
sion to a spirit of gratitude that finds in 
his utterance more frequent, more emphatic 
and more beautiful forms of expression than 
can be found in the words of any other 
mortal known to history. 

Our text for today records the selection 
and anointing of David ‘Sy the prophet, 
Samuel. The first verse contains a rebuke 
to Samuel, administered by the Lord when 
the prophet hesitated about making known 
to the king the Lord’s decree. Samuel 
reared Saul, but obeved the command of 
God when he received directions as to the 
selection of Saul’s successor. 

lesse, the son of Obed, and grandson 
of Ruth, was to have the honor oi having 
a son upon the throne of Israel. Then 
follows an intensely ‘nteresting account of 
the selection of Dav‘ d. 


lesse made seven of his sons to pass 
before Samuel. ‘The first was Eliab, the 
cidest. He was evid?ntly a man of strik- 
ing appearance and Samuel was pleased 


with him, saying to Samuel: 

“Book not on his countenance, or on 
the height of his stature; because |! have 
refused him: tor the Lord seeth not as 
man Seeth: for man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance, but the Lord looketh on 
the heart.”’ :

Man is prone to look on the outward 
appearance therefore, is being con- 
stantly deceived in men. “The Lord look- 
éth on the heart,’ the seat of purpose and 
of virtue.

Jesse then called six other sons, but 
none of them proved to be the chosen 
one. Then Samuel said unto Jesse: ‘Are 
here all thy children?” 

Jesse answered that the voungest son 
was keeping sheep. “‘Send and fetch him,” 
commanded Samuel, “for we will not sit 
down, until he come hither.’ 

The next verse of the text

this is he. 

‘Then Samuel took the horn of oil, and 
anointed him in the midst of his brethren: 
and the Spirit of the Lord came upon David 
from that day forward.”’ 

lhe first test of David came when Seul 
was at war with the Philistines. 

ihe three oldest sons of Jesse were in 
the king’s army and David was Sent to 
carry food to his brothers. He arrived just 
in time to see Goliath, the giant, challeng- 
ing any Israelite to meet: him in single 
combat. He had come forward each day 
for forty days with his insolent boast and 
no Isratelite dared accept—and it is not 
Strange that they were afraid when it is 
remembered that Goliath was ten feet in 
height, and clad in complete armour. 

The rest of the Israelites relied upon 
their Own Strength ard, of course, that 
was not Sufficient for this emervency. But 
David had nof relied upon his own strength 
since “the Spirit of the Lord came mightily” 
upon him, as the revised version has it. 
His strength was in the Lord and he was 
not afraid. He at Once stepped forward 
and otfered to accept the challenge as a 
representative for his people.

When he obtained permission to meet 
Goliath, Saul offered him his armour—in 
fact, clothed him in his armour from head 
to foot, but David declined, saying that 
he had not proved it. Then, taking his 
shepherd's sling and five smooth petbles 
from the brook, he went forth to what 
seemed the most unequal combat recorded 
in history. 

But the first pebble was enough; the 
giant had heedlessly exposed his forehead, 
and the pebble sank into the giant's head. 
David ran forward and, seizing the giant's 
own great sword, cut off his head. lhe 
Israelites, their courage renewed by David's 
victory, rushed forward and the Philistines 
were routed. David was acclaimed a hero 
and the nation’s Savior. From that day 
forth he had the love of the people and 
the envy of the king. 

Let uS pause a moment to draw a moral 
from this incident in David's life. 

Whenever God has a work to do, He 
has somebody prepared for it—the kind 
of preparation needed for the work. But 


the agent of the Jord does not always 
know—he seldom knows—the work for 
which he is preparing. When this shep- 
herd boy was practicing with his sing, 
he little thought that the skill which he 


was acquiring would be the defense of 
his people. 

Whether his preparation was a result of 
divine suggestion or an indication of a 
desire for thoroughness, matters not; the 
disposition to do thoroughly anything un- 
dertaken may have been itself the result 
of a thought implanted in his heart by the 


Almighty and for a purpose. At any rate, 
he had the skill when the opportunity came 
to use it, and he so used it as to win favor 
at once. 

Success mav be delined as the conjunce- 
tion of Opportunity and the preparedness 
to meet it. Those who prepare well along 
some line of work are quite sure to have 
an opportunity to use their preparation, 
but opportunities are of no value to those 
who either do not see them or, seeing them, 
are not prepared to take advantage of them. 


b Mee second period of David's life was 

spent in exile, tleeing from the wrath 
of Saul. It was a period of preparation 
for the work that awaited him and brought 
out two prominent characteristics: first, 
forbearance. Saul sought to put him to 
death, but the Lord was with David and 
led him out of every ambush. Twice David 
had Saul within his power and twice he 
spared the life of the king who was eagerly 
plotting his destruction. Such a forgiving 
Spirit is rare in One whose life is in peril. 

Second, an extraordinary affection erew 
up between him and Saul’s son, Jonathan. 
It stands out as one of the great friendships 
in history. The Pythian fraternity is built 
upon the friendship of two Greeks, Damon 
and Pythias, but the friendship between 
David and Jonathan is superior in many 
Ways. 

Jonathan was the son of the king who 
sought the life of David and he knew that 
David had been anointed as the successor 
of his father; yet he protected this rival 
aspirant to the throne and he did it at 
the risk of his own life. 

Damon offered himself as a hostage for 
Pythias’ supfeme test of his love—but his 
confidence in the honor of Pythias would 


no’ allow him to feel that he was taking 
any risk. Jonathan, on the other hand, 
had no assurance that he could conceal 
from his tather his devotion to one whom 
his father regarded as an enemy to the 
kingdom. 

While David's love for Jonathan did not 
add as much to his own dangers as Jona- 
than’s love for David endangered him, Da- 
vid was just as willing to assume all of 
the risks involved. When the Philistines 
Slew Jon.uthan and an Amalekite came to 
David with crown and a bracelet, 
taken from the kine’s arm, and reported 
that he had, at the kine’s request, dis- 
patched the latter when an aitempt at sul- 
cide had failed, David caused the Amatekite 
to be put to death, saying, “How wast thou 
not afraid to stretch forth thine hand to 
destroy the Lord’s anointed?’’ 

fhe death of Saul and Jonathan, sad to 
David in spite of the fact that it established 
him upon the throne, called forth one of 
the greatest of David's psalms; it con- 
tained a tribute to Saul — ‘How are the 
miehiy tallen;’’ anda tribute to Jonathan— 
“Why love to me was wondertul, passing 
the love of women.”

4 In surrendering to passion he was 
guilitv of the vreatest of Iniguilies; He) 
more excusable in that age than now, but 
his repentance was as Sincere as his cuilt 
was deep.

Dessert Salads—How to Cook Vegetables 


Desserts Are Tempting 


With Good Coffee 
As the Flavor | 


OW delicious is the aroma of the 
breakfast coffee pot at the morn- 
ing meal. And equally tempting 
are the many desserts with cof- 
fee as the flavor. 


Coffee Layer Pie—As the name 
Suggests is crisp, flaky layers of 
pastry with a_ delicious coffee 
cream filling and topped with a gilden 
meringue. Add three tablespoons of 
ground coffee to two cups milk. Place in 
the top of a double boiler and scald- for 
ten minutes. Then Strain through a cheese- 
cloth, Meanwhile cream four tablespoons 
of butter, add six tablespoons flour, three- 
fourth cup of sugar, one-half teaspoon salt 
and the yolk of two eggs. Pour the milk 
over this mixture, Stirring constantly all 
the while. Return to the double boiler and 
cook fifteen minutes. Remove and allow 
the filling to cool. Meanwhile make plain 
pastry, using one and one-half cups flour 
as a basis. Roll the pastry out to one- 
eighth of an inch thickness and cut into 
three large rounds about the size of a pie 
plate. Pick the surface of each round well, 
place on a baking sheet and bake at 500 
degrees F. until golden brown and flaky. 
When cool, spread the coffee filling be- 
tween the three layers and on top. Beat 
the whites of two eggs to a stiff froth, add- 
ing six tablespoons of sugar and one-hlaf 
teaspoon vanilla. Garnish the top of the 
pie with this meringue and sprinkle shred- 
ded cocoanut over the surface. Bake at 
300 degrees F. tor fifteen minutes or un- 
til the meringue is a delicate brown. Re- 
move trom the oven and allow tke pie to be- 
come thoroughly cold before serving. Ihe 
lavers of pastry will cut beautifully and 
you will be well rgpaid for your labor,

Filla ring 
mold half full of this mixture and let stand 
in the refrigerator until it begins to thick- 
en. Meanwhile, soften a small package of 
cream or neufchatel cheese with a little 
cream or top milk and torm into tiny balls. 
When the jelly in the mold has begun to 
cet, arrange these balls of cheese at regular 
intervals in the mold. Acd the rest of the 
gelatine mixture and Set on the ice until 
perfectly stiff. When ready to use, un- 
mold on a bed of lettuce. Fill the center 
and garnish the outside of the mole with 
white California cherries, the pits of which 
have been removed and replaced with fil- 
bhert-or hazel nuts.

Root Vegetables in few Ways. 
While it is still too soon for the abun- 


dance of vegetables which early summer 
affords us, we can still rely upon the win- 
ter stand-bvs, onion , turnips, Carrots, beets 
and all the other root vegetables—to sup- 
ply the elements in our diet which vege- 
tables can best furnish. And these vere- 
tables need not prove monotonous even 
theugh they have been served abundantly 


during the winter Each has great possi- 
bilities, and with a little forethought and 
pains in preparation, they may be present- 
ed in a new way which will make them 
seem entirely different. 
Cooking Vegetables. 

The first principle to be considered in 

cooking vegetables is the temperature of 


the water for boiling them. While all 
vegetables are divided into two great 
classes, the root and the green, every one 
of them should be placed in actually boil- 
ing when they are put over the fire to 
cook. Not cold, warm nor even hot water, 
but water which is actually bubbling and 
Seething. 

Then comes the question of salt. In 
cooking root vegetables many contend that 
no salt should be added until after they are 
taken from the fire, as salt softens the 
cellulose and makes the vegetable tough 
and soggy. The kind of water used makes 
a vast difference—if the water is very 
hard salt can not be used without im- 
pairing the quality of the finished product. 
In any case, it would seem, that salt added 
after the vegetable is cooked does not im- 
part the same flavor as when it is added 
during the cooking. In this case texture 
can wisely ke sacrificed for flavor. There- 
fore, as a bit of compromise in defense of 
flavor, the addition of salt to root vege- 
tables when they are half done, a tablespoon 
being none too large a quantity to add to 
vegetables enough to serve six people. 

Plain boiled turnips mashed and _ Sea- 
soned with butter, pepper and salt are not 
to be derided, but there are other very de- 
lectable ways of cooking this vegetable. 
Diced and nicely boild, then dressed with 
a well seasoned white sauce, they are de- 
licious; use One and one-half cups of Sauce 
to four of diced turnips. Or they may be 
turned into a baking dish after the sauce 
has been poured over them, sprinkle with 
one-quarter cup of dry bread crumbs and 
one-quarter cup of grated cheese and bits 
of butter, then baked to a golden brown. 

Turnips In Bechamel Sauce. 

With a vegetable scoop, cut the turnips 
in balls, or in dice, using a sharp kniie. 
Cook three cups of them in boiling water 
‘till tender, then drain and rinse witlr cold 
water to which you have added a little lem- 
on juice, or vinegar, which will both fla- 
vor and: blanche the white turnips and 
give zest to them. Fry a small onion 
chopped fine, one tiny carrot also chopped, 
in a tablespoon of butter, ’till a pale gold- 
en tint; then stir in one and one-half table- 
spoons flour and cook ‘till the mixture 
bubbles. Now our in one and one-half 
cups of milk and stir ’till thick and creamy. 
Season with one and one-quarter teaspoons 
of salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, one- 
eighth teaspoon paprika and a few grains 
pepper and pour over the turnips. Reheat 
and serve sprinkled with chopped parsley. 

Turnips Cups With Peas. 


These are very attractive. Select turnips 
of small and regular size and pare them 
evenly, Boil until tender, then scoop them 


out, making deep cups. Chop the portion 
removed and add it to fresh peas cooked 
and dressed with melted butter, pepper and 
paprika. Drop a bit of butter into each 
cup and reheat them, then fill with peas. 
The cups may be filled with peas alone, or 
they may be filled with carrots, diced, 
boiled and mixed with white sauce and garn- 
ished with a ring of finely-chopped pars- 
ley, 
Beets. 

Beets cups filled with peas are prepared 
in the same way as the turnips. Some- 
times when the vegetables may ke had in 
very small sizes, an tatractive dish may be 
made by alternating beet and turnip cups 
on a round chop platter, filling the tur- 
nips with creamed carrots and the beets 
with pea: 

Pickled Beets are much enjoyed, Boil 
and peel the beets as usual.

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Color and Charm 
In Window 


Boxes 


F the face of your home _ looks 
crim, austere and melancholy, 
add window boxes to both upper 
and lower Stories and watch it 
smile if the lonebare side appears 
bleak and monotonous, build win- 
dow boxes below the sashes and 
marvel at the transformation of 
the blank walls into a thing of beauty and 
endless variety. More and more they are be- 
ing used on pretentious as well as simple 
homes. 

What a delight to the dweller in the 
apartment are the boxes of bright bloom, 
which bring the joy of outdoor gardens into 
the cramped quarters. The spicy odors 
of geranium and the elusive sweetness of 
heloitrope and mignonette are wafted inte 
the rooms by every passing breeze and 
their masses of bright color lend enchant- 
ment to the most common-place interior. 

Window boxes can easily be constructed 
or purchased ready made at a reasonable 
price. A zine-lined box with an opening in 
the bottom for drainage is perhaps the 
best, but unlined boxes cost less and are 
guite satisfactory if properly prepared. 

Because the plants are necessarily crown- 
ed close together and the location is often 
unfavorable to plant life, the box must be 
deep enough to hold soil sufficient to 
carry the plants through the season. It 
should be not less than six inches deep, 
inside measurement and preferably nine 
or more. The width should be about the 
same and the length that of the window 
casing, 

Window boxes may be supported brack- 
ets finished to match the exterior of the 
house or on heavy iron brackets on simple 
braces nailed to the house. 

if the window box is not to be lined 
with zine, it should be charred on the in- 
side to delay rotting. This can ve done by 
saturating the inside with kerosene’ and 
then setting fire to it (be very careful), 
smothering the flames with dirt after the 
interior has become thoroughly = charred. 
The boxes must be strongly made, for they 
have to support a heavy weight. 

Unusual Types fo Boxes. 

Boxes covered with birchbark over which 
trail delicate vines of green, may be used 
with charming effect on a cottage. Also 
the boxes may be screened with simple 
latticework painted or harmonize with the 
color scheme of the house. : 

If vour house is of the colonial type, 
lemon yellow with white trim, try the ef- 
fect of white window boxes screened with 
lemon yellow lattuce and planted with the 
gracetul creeping manurandia, whose tube- 
shaped tlowers of white, blue. and pink 
peering through the small, glossy, deep-

Ways To Make 
Old Baskets 
Useful 


F course no one discards a blan- 


ket just because of one or two 
worn spots. They may be given 
a new lease of life by caretul 
darning. By all means use sott 
woolen darning thread and be 
sure that you run your Stitchse 
over a considerable portion of 
the good part of blanket so as to make 4a 
darn that will not depend on the worn por- 
tion. A good plan is to put the blanket 
into a large pair of embroidery frames. If 
you do this you can make a very present- 
able darn. If possible the darn should be 
used instead of the patch, as it is smooth 
and flatter. - 49 


Often the blanket is worn only at the 
edge. In that case you may find it best to 
run a piece of thin flannel the whole length 
of the blanket, sewing it down neatly, bind- 
ing it in with the blanket at the edge and 
then working about the worn. places, 
through the blanket portion and the flan- 
nei. But often it is better simply to cut 
otf » section of the blanket. It may then 
te large enough for a smaller bed, or for a 
useful bit of additiemal covering. There 
ave always times when a blanket just large 
esough to tuck in over the foot and knees 
is 2 welcome addition to the bedding. 


Sometimes a blanket goes along the cen- 
ter fold. Then it is possible to cut out 
the worn section here, piece the blanket 
down the center and use it for a single bed 
blanket. It is a good plan to look over 
blankets at this time of the year, before 
putting them away for warm weather, and 


to make any alterations or mends that are { 


necessary. Cold weather comes quickly 


in the autumn and it is very discouraging 


to go to get your bedding out of cedar 
or camphor only to find that it needs a 
day or two’s mend before it is present- 
able. The chances are that vou won't do 
anything to it at all, if you wait until 
autmun. 


| Sagpoonn old blankets you can make the 

most desirable sort of covers for the 
new baby. These may be made from pieces 
of the blanket of convenient size, simply 
hemmed around er finished with blanket 
stitch or bound. They have the advantage 
over new blankets of being very soft and 
pliable and are better to use than knitted 
coverlets because they can be washed fre- 
quently, There is an excellent sort of car- 
riage or crib cover that calls for pieces of 
old blanket. Make a cover of any desired 
wash material. Line it with the same ma- 
terial or with thin muslin. Leave a slit in 
the back of this lining through which a 
d sulle layer of the old blanket, cut just the 
right size, may be inserted. Put the hands 
into the cover and push out the blanket at 
the corners. You may then keep it ¢ecure 
by fastening at each corner through with 
a tiny safety pin, or you may have little 
tapes at the corners of the blanket 
and run these through small but- 


ton-holes at the corners of the cover, tying 


the ends secure.

Puffy Omelet. 

Four eggs, half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, two teaspoons 
baking powder, one tablespoon corn starch, 
half cup milk or half milk and half water. 
Separate eggs; mix salt, pepper, baking 
powder, corn starch and milk with yolks of 
eggs. Beat whites until light though not 
dry and mix in well with yolks. Put into 
greased hot frying pan and cook slowly un- 
til well puffed up. Dry out in oven, fold 
over in half and serve immediately on hot 
platter, or if desired serve with the follow- 
ing tomato sauce.

Crumb Omelet.

UT it is nevertheless true that alabaster

If the 
perfumes retained their odors through the 
long years need the poisons have forgotten 
their deadliness? 

It is the curse of the Pharaohs—this 
whisper is circling the globe. 

“Not for anything in the world would | 
touch an ancient’s tomb,’ says Rev. Vale 
Owen, famous author of “Beyond the Veil.’ 
“You may call # superstition. You may call 
it what you ttke. But I should fear to 
lay a desecrating finger upon an Egyptian’s 
burial place.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Owen’s great dark eyes glow 
with strange fires as he says this, and his 
thin, drawn face becomes more pallid than 
is its pale wont.

“The eurse of the Pharaohs is not to be 
treated lightly,”’ he says, making his mythi- 
cal curse seem a very vivid, vengeful, vital 
thing. 

“Then we are not to pry into the lives 
of the old Egyptians?”

“Sir William told me,” says the author 
who has deserted Sheriock Holmes to do a 
bit of sleuthing in the werld invisible, “that 
has son’ was taken away wy the curse of 
amummy.

His friends placed 
him in what they thought was a groove in 
the earth, intending to come back later 
and bury him in a Suitable manner or to 
take his body away. But the supposed 
groove was in fact the bed of a torrant 
and when they returned they found there 
had been a storm and a rushing stream 
had carried away the body of the yoging 
man. It was never found.”’ ‘ ‘ 

Many Egyptian tombs bear some such in- 
scription to curse the disturber of the re- 
mains inside. 

“But there have been no such tnscrip- 
tions on the tombs of any Pharaoh,” says 
Ambrose Lansing, who is acting curator 
while the curator of the Egyptian depart- 
ment of the Metropolitan Museam of Art 
is off to Egypt in the interests of science. 
“This is all bosh about Lord Carnarvon’s 
death. He died of pneumonia like thou- 
sands of others have died before him.’ 

“But it is known that the first robbers 
of Tut-ankh-Amen’s tomb were tortured 
to death. And there have been rumors, 
false or true as the case may be, of disas- 
ters that have befallen those who have in- 
terested their live selves in the dead selves 
of ancient Egyptians. 

“Curs'd be he who moves my bones,” 
are engraved upon the tomb of William 
Shakespeare, who lies buried in the church 
that overlooks a magnificent curve in the 
peaceful little “River Avon. Since the day 
when those words were written on that 
Stone Slab many men have wanted to move 
the bones to beneath Westminster Abbey 
that they might rest in the hallowed poets’ 
corner there. But the curse has deterred 
them. And the bones remain where they 
are. 


N EN have been afraid to move these 

bones. And yet if the English bard 
could come back to tell us, he probably 
would say, ‘Please have me moved down 
to Westminster. There is more. glory 
there.”’ 

The inscription he had placed upon his 
tomb may simply have been a monument 
to his vanity. Shakespeare feared to be for- 
gotten, no doubt. He could not foresee that 
his works would make him live through so 
many centuries. He wanted a marker that 
bore his name. He must have had a great 
conceit in the making of his epitaph 

For in those davs it was the custom to 
move the bones of one from a crypt before 
the altar in the old church to make room 
for the body of another. When the indi- 
vidual who lay buried in one of these 
graves within the church no longer retained 
any Significance, his bones were movec to 
the churchyard in order to make room for 
another who, at the time, has an imposing 
Significance. 

Perhaps it is the same with the ancient 
Egyptians To be sure they did not want 
their treasures stolen by thieves and robe 
bers. Perhaps they do not mind the in- 
trusion of honest scientists in search after 
knowledge and truth. Tut-ankh-Amen was 
certainly not an imposing figure in his own 
day Perhaps his spirit is even now con- 
doling with Lord Carnarvon’s and thanke 
ing him for the great amount of promi- 
nence given to him, an unimportant boy 
of a by gone day
